Newly Designed Ford Pickup

Plano’* highly successful off-road racing duo, Dexter and 
Will Prince, is currently gearing for the 1976 running of the 
Baja I OOO 
The father-son combination took third place in the 1973 
Baja 1000 in a factory backed Datsun pickup This year the 
Princes will be attem pting to better that achievement in a 
1976 Ford half-ton pickup 
The Princes have prepared the Ford for the race through a 
series of sm aller off-road races, utilizing their own design 
and engineering ideas 
Previous to the Baja 1000, the Prince* finished third in the 
Parker 400 in Arizona, the maiden race for the Ford I^ast 
June, Dexter and Will finished sixth in the Baja 500 despite 
being stuck axle deep in a box canyon sand wash for six 
hours 
In their third race this year, most of the problems of the 
Ford had been ironed out and the result was a first place 
finish in the Firecracker 250 at Barstow, California Driver 
Dexter finished almost two hours in front of his nearest 
competition. 
In the fourth race at Riverside Raceway in California. 
driver Dexter and the Ford slid backwards around a turn, 
bumped into a retaining wall and met a four wheel drive 
Bronco head-on at 75 miles per hour 
At the time of the wreck. Prince was third in a 40-car field 
Now, $1500 and five weeks later, the Princes are ready to 
tackle the Baja 1000, the most prominent of off-road races 


“ Big” Ford 


Dexter Prince is proud of the stepside Ford pickup and he 
refers to it as “ Big” in all conversations about the blue 
vehicle 
“We use the term “ Big” because we are coming off ol 
three years of racing for Datsun,” said Dexter “ From 1972 
to 1975 we raced in Class 7-the mini trucks ” 
The Princes drove the Datsun pickup to the National 
Points Championship in 1974 This year, the Princes swit 
ched to a new level of competition - Class R 
Dexter says the “ Big” Ford is a new innovation to Class 8 
competition Prince, who has designed and engineered his 
own racing equipment since 1948. says the Ford was 
designed to float over rocks and perform like a motorcycle 
“Most of our competition uses bohemeth three quarter ton 
trucks with monster 427 engines They arm or plate and 
reinforce everything with hundreds of pounds of metal Then 
they beef up the suspension to outrageous proportions to 
carry the load The motors have to be big and powerful to 
propel the 6,000 lb monsters through rocks and jum ps,” said 
Prince 
Dexter’s design of the “ Big” Ford is based on lightweight 
“We started with a half-ton, stepside Ford with the small 
302 cubic inch engine We kept the truc k as light as possible 
while remaining within the sanctioning rules We pumped 
the 302 V-9 engine* to an amazing 450 horsepower without 
losing stock dependability The suspension is far from stock 
with eight shocks on the rear and six shocks up front.” 
Prince said 
The truck weighs 4,300 lb 
“Thepower:weight/;alioof til is comparatively lightweight 
racer combined with the perfectly turned suspension allows 
our truck to float over the rough stuff rather than plowing 
through it,” Prince said. “The truck handles and Bys like a 
motorcycle rather than a big truck ” 
According to Prince, the competition will probably switch 
to the same lightweight principle in future Class 8 events 
“ But for the Baja UKW, we have our competition where we 
want them.” Dexter said

“ I think Dad and I make a pretty good racing team." Will 
Prince said “ I think I handle the fast sections fairly well 
Dad and I both handle the rough sections equally well but 
Dad far excells me in night driving He can comfortably 
drive 50 percent faster after dark than I can.” 
For the Baja UKW, Will Prince will drive the daylight 
portions of the race, the first half, and Dexter will take the 
wheel on the second half, during the night The Princes are 
predicting a finish in abou^ 25 hours. 
“ Doing it in 25 hoursWould bt* very pleasant.” Will Prince 
said “ In the 1973 Baja UKK), it took us 36 hours to capture 
third place In those 
we^pde together and swapped the 
driving job ” 
In experimenting since 1973, both Dexter and Will 
determined they could drive faster if they didn't ride 
together 
“When we ride together, we are both inhibited - Dad trying 
to protect his son and me trying not to injure Dad’s $15,000 
investment,” Will Prince said 
However, rules in Class8 specify two persons must occupy 


the vehicle so a third party has been introduced in the team - 
Steve Spircoff 
Dexter and Will don’t ride together in races since deter­ 
mining they could post better times and higher finishes 
separately. So, Spircoff fills the shotgun seat to fullfill the 
rules. 
“The job of riding shotgun is not easy,” Will said. “The co­ 
rider must sit silently and watch the desert terrain come at 
him at 130 mph In the past, we had co-riders who would 
scream, cry, beg to be let out, or get car sick. Steve is a good 
co-rider who stays calm and helps navigate. He is also an 
excellent mechanic.”

They are a part of the Viva Bronco racing stable. Viva 
Bronco is an off-road. custom van shop in California that is 
rapidly growing 
“ By keeping our truck in California, we have a shop to 
repair the truck before each race which enables us to fly to 
all our races from Plano. This saves time and actually costs 
less than towing the truck back and forth." Will said

be required to have a note 
from a physician attesting to 
their illness. 


An exception 
to 
this. 
though, will be chronically ill 
persons over the age of 65. 
since all senior citizens will 
receive the bivalent vaccine 
Those persons who should 
not receive the vaccine in 
elude children under three 
years of age, children under 
18 who are not chronically ill, 
persons who are allergic to 
eggs, persons with fever, and 
persons who have received 
any other vaccine within the 
past 14 days 


According to Bob English, 
spokesman 
for the 
State 
Dept of Health Resources, 
persons with an egg allergy 
should 
consult 
their 
physician, who may give 
them the vaccine under close 
medical 
supervision 
In 
addition, those who have a 
fever or have taken another 
vaccine in the past 14 days 
will 
be 
able 
to 
make 
arrangements to take the flu 
vaccine at a later date 
“ I especially want to urge 
everyone to have their flu 
shots this weekend so that we
